This has
led to a veritable laundry list of ill-conceived NTP testing recommendations,
including proposals to conduct extensive animal testing of plant extracts
that have been used without harm for generations as dietary supplements
(e.g., grapeseed and pine bark extracts), as well as proposals to retest such
well-known hazardous substances as turpentine and antifreeze.

True to form, the NTP's latest testing recommendations spell suffering and
death to many thousands of animals; for example:

* The Food and Drug Administration nominated Di-(2-ethylhexyl)phthalate (a
chemical used in plastic IV bags) for studies of reproductive, immune, and
other effects that would involve injection of the substance into newborn male
rats and nonhuman primates.

* The Environmental Protection Agency nominated "perfluorinated
compounds” for extensive study, including cancer and reproduction testing,
on the basis of "presumed” widespread human exposure, despite the fact
that large amounts of human and animal toxicity data are already available for
these chemicals.

* A "private individual” recommended that the dietary supplement "bitter
orange extract"” undergo "subchronic" toxicity studies (which means force-
feeding the substance to animals every day for three to six months), as well
as testing for metabolic and cardiovascular responses and birth defects in
animals.

This archaic practice is not only inhumane but inefficient, often redundant,
and wasteful. It is NOT state of the art, and NOT a system that any modern,
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educated American could ever be proud of. Studies of animal behaviour
increasingly validate the sentience and capacity for feeling and emotional
suffering of the "other" animals with which we share the planet. In light of
this rapidly evolving knowledge, and the fact that newer non-animal research
methods are humane, more accurate, less expensive,and less time-
consuming than animal experiments, the time is ripe to abolish animal testing

Dear Dr. Olden, dear Dr. Masten,

My name is Dr. Anja Jauernig and I am Assistant Professor of Philosophy at the
University of Notre Dame. This letter might strike you as a bit odd, for I am writing to
ask you to please no longer perform experiments on animals to test substances
that are known to be toxic. The simple reason is that these experiments are
immoral. Don’t laugh. If 200 years ago one had told a slave supervisor that what he
was doing was immoral, he would have laughed. If 65 years ago one would have
told a KZ supervisor that what he was doing was immoral, he would have laughed.
Unfortunately, moral progress takes time. It is one thing for philosophers to have
figured our that slavery, KZs and animal experiments are morally wrong, but it is a
further step for the general public to understand and accept these moral truths.

Why are toxicological studies of the kind your agency is performing immoral? The
argument is actually not complicated at all. All we need is one premise, which is
obviously true and not hard to understand, namely that suffering is intrinsically and
absolutely bad. It doesn’t matter where or when the suffering takes place, or for
what end or purpose it is caused, or who it is that suffers, or who causes it.
Suffering is bad, anywhere, anytime, anyhow, by anybody. As long as we are talking
about the suffering of human beings, most people seem to share the view that
suffering is bad. This is why we take it to be our responsibility and moral obligation
to try to alleviate the suffering of other human beings as much as we can. And this
is, obviously, right and good. But human beings are not the only creatures capable
of suffering. Animals can and do suffer as well. And, as mentioned above, it doesn’t
take away from the intrinsic badness of the suffering that it is an animal and not a
human being who suffers. This doesn’t imply that the suffering of a human being
might not be worse than the suffering of an animal; all that is asserted here is that
the suffering of animals is ALSO bad. From this it directly follows that we should try
to prevent the suffering of animals as much as we can. I agree that there are
difficult moral problems surrounding the question whether some animal suffering
might not be justified if the moral good that comes from it, e.g., in form of new
effective cures against diseases that affect human beings, outweighs the moral evil
of the animal suffering. But it is quite obvious that the overwhelming bulk of the
experiments carried out by the NFT are not of this kind, i.e., they don’t have any
consequences that could reasonably be classified as MORALLY good. The outcomes
of the studies might be useful or interesting, but this falls far short from being
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sufficient to outweigh the moral evil caused by these studies.

I hate to be so frank with you - for, in effect, I am saying that your work is morally
evil, which might have the effect of making you angry with me, which, in turn, might
have the effect that you won’t think about what I just told you, and that would be
terrible. But what else can I do? It's my responsibility as a professional philosopher
and a fellow human being to try to prevent you from engaging in something that is
morally objectionable. Maybe you never thought about it before. So, please, please,
think about it. And please try to do everything you can to stop this horror. If you
believe in God, do it in the name of God. If you don’t believe in God, do it in the
name of justice. Please.

| have been married for almost 11 years, and not quite six years ago,

| became somebody's father. My daughter and my wife are the loves of
my life, in part because they have taught me just how precious life

is.

Witnessing the miracle of birth, beholding my child's excitement at a
discovery made during a "nature walk," and experiencing the seasonal
variations that set the pace of our lives are among the factors that,

in the last dozen years, have led me to develop a greater appreciation
for what it means to be alive. With that, has come a deeper sense of
humility and respect for all living creatures, whether large or small,
whether flora or fauna.

As a veteran, | know the horrors of armed conflict, and how easy it

has become for us, as a species, to take life for granted. The human
race has shown and continues to show a remarkable sense of disregard
not just for other humans, but also for other species.

It is with this in mind that | am writing you now. | understand that

despite the fact that large amounts of human and animal toxicity data
exists already for a wide range of chemical compounds, the National
Toxicology Program (NTP) spends significant sums each year to poison
non-human animals in what are most often crude and outdated tests of
chemical toxicity.

Why is this done? One of the first things | remember learning about
scientific experiments years ago is that once the data has been
gathered in a specific experiment, there is no need to perform the
experiment again - there is no need to "reinvent the wheel," so to
speak. In light of this, it would seem to me that not only are these
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repeated experiments unnecessary from a scientific point-of-view; they
are also a waste of money, not to mention needless acts of cruelty.

There was a time when | didn't think much about the well-being of

other species, whether pets or farm animals, circus animals, or

animals used for scientific experiments. Even now, when such concerns
are of significance to me, | have yet to see, hear, or read a

rationale for why we employ (to put it mildly) thousands and thousands
of non-human animals for scientific research.

Without being the least bit condescending or patronizing, Dr. Masten,

| invite you to offer me such a rationale. Please explain to me what

is the purpose of these experiments? What is it that is so urgent for

us to learn, that the lives of other beings must be extinguished? What
do | tell my daughter when she asks me why we avoid buying products
that are tested on animals, and then follows that question with
another: "Why do animals need to die [for the cream, soap, perfume, or
household chemical - she has yet to learn about industrial chemicals
or the weapons yet]? How do you cope with the knowledge that these
animals die under your watch - especially for what often must be
considered very questionable purposes? Please, | ask that you humor me
- | really would like to understand how this is possible.

Meanwhile, | ask that you use your authority and knowledge to
immediately terminate all animal tests recommended in June by the NTP
Interagency Committee for Chemical Evaluation and Coordination.
